IN MEAT DUTIES 


Washington, D. C, June 28.—Repub- 
lican senators presented a solid front 
today in support of increased duties 
on live stock and meats.

RUSSIA MAY WIN | 
CANCELLATION 
WAR DEBTS 
Agrees to Open Soviet 
Books at Hague.

THE HAGUE, June 28.—Cancella- 
tion of war debts, with a moratorium 
on pre-war debts and interest on the 
basis proposed at Genoa, was practi- 
cally agreed to this afternoon at a 
meeting of the Russians with the al- 
lied and neutral subcommission on 
debts. 

The Russians agreed to lay bare 
their budget covering extraordinary re- 
ceipts and expenditures, so that the 
other powers may make a complete 
study of Russia’s financial prospects. 

The action followed a spirited debate 
between the French and the Russians 
when the former attempted to reopen 
the Genoa agreements. M. Sokloni- 
koff, the Russian commissar of finance, 
asserted he entered the meeting deter- 
mined to wipe out the war debts. 


Russians Insist on Moratorium. 

M. Alphand of France, the chairman, 
outlined the work of the subcommis- 
sion, which will consider Russian debts 
under five divisions—First, Russian 
government loans; second, provincial 
railroad and public utflity loans guar- 
anteed by the Russian government; 
third, similar loans, but not guaran- 
teed; fourth, treasury bills, and fifth, 
other public utilities. 

M. Alphand demanded that the Rus- 
sians submit thte details of the budget 
and financial circulation which M. Lit- 
vinoff attempted to place beyond the 
province of the subcommittee. M. Al- 
phand explained the details necessary 
before the moratorium or other facili- 
M. 
Litvinoff contended that a moratorium 


insisted that the Genoa decisions were 
not binding on The Hague. 3 

Hilton Toung, the British delegate, 
intervened, explaining that the dele- 
gates here were merely experts and 
were not able to overthrow the de- 
cisions of the governments attending 
the Genoa conference: 

M. Litvinoff agreéd to produce the 
information demanded concerning Rus- 
sian finances. The allies and neutrals 
promised to present figures on their 
claims. It is estimated that the claims 
of foreigners against Russia amount 
to $100,000,000,000.

Danger of Smuggling 
Worries Drys. 


C., June 28.— [Spe- 

olal.I— Although standing pat on the 
regulation issued by the treasury de- 
partment permitting the sale outside 
the three mile limit of liquor which 
is regularly part of the ship's stores, 
the shipping board has joined forces 
with the prohibition commissioners to 
prevent smuggling of liquor from for- 
eign countries, Letters have gone 
out from the board to all its managers 
urging them to do all they can to pre- 
vent the smuggling in of liquor, and 
particularly to be on guard while the 
ships are in foreign ports. : 

Need Army of U. 8. Agents. 

Nothing short of an army of fed- 
eral agents large enough to search 
each arriving ship, its crew and pas- 
sengers, can effectually put an end to 
smuggling, but shipping board, pro- 
hibition agents and customs service 
men are coéperating in a valiant at- 
tempt to stop the traffic in narcotics 
and to prevent so far as is humanly 
possible the smuggling in of liquor, 
which experience has shown is usually 
stored privately on board by members 
of the crew. 

A record is kept by the board of 
the liquor bought for sale on board, 
the remaining stores befng placed 
under seal when the ship enters Amert- 
can waters, and kept there until the 
vessel is again on the high seas.

“THE GREAT CRU ELTY.” 

Contributing to Tun TrisunE’s promised investi- 
gation of the interests and purposes behind an 
«advertisement headed The Great Cruelty,” which 
was a subject of editorial comment on June 17, we 
have a letter on the stationery of the Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
and the American Humane Education society. The 
letter makes the motfVes of the advertisers clear. 
1· is to obtain state and national legislation for 

„humane slaughtering.” 

The societies in question are much W up 
over a report ot their president, Dr. Francis Row- 
ley, that a line of animals which would reach 
even and one-half times around the globe” is 
slaughtered annually in this country by methods 
which’ require from one and one-half to three and 
‘one-half minutes to produce death. They describe 
what they consider the necessity of shortening this 
period as “the supreme humane task before the 
people of the United States.“ 

They are particularly disturbed by the fact that 
most of the calves, sheep, lambs, and swine are 
"“ jerked up by a hind ankle and, so suspended, their 
throats are eut and they are left to bleed to death.” 
‘They are also greatly perturbed by the fact that in 
some abattoirs cattle are driven into the Killing 
‘pens with electric prods, and that occasionally the 
workman charged with the task of striking them 
between the eyes with a hammer misses his first 

plow and must strike a second or third time. 

Ik the societies have a quicker and more efficient 
method of slaughtering we have no doubt that it 
would be welcomed in the slaughter houses. Drown- 
ing ie commonly reported to be an easy form of 
death. Would they ¢@rown the beasts? Or instead 
of hoisting a hog by one leg and cutting its throat 
neatly and expeditiously would they have the 
butcher hold out an ear of corn with one hand 
while he felt for the jugular, with a knife in the 
other, and then let the striciten animal run at will 
until he died instead of hanging unconscious in one 
spot? Or would they entice the cattle into the kill- 
ing stalls with a basket of fresh apples instead of 
_ driving them with a goad, and then chloroform 
them instead of hitting them on the head? Or would 
they give the victims a local anzsthetic, or perhaps 
gas, before electreouting them or otherwise 
patching them? 

or perhaps they wouldn't do any of these things. 
Perhaps they would send the animals back to the 
farm in specially built cars with padded walls, por- 
celain drinking troughs, and thickly bedded floors, 
there to gambol and cavort about the meadows and 
purling brooke until they die of old age, tubereu- 
losis, or and mouth disease. That would settle 
tho cruelty” finally and effectively by re- 
moving all practical motives for raising cattle, 
sheep, and hogs, 

Nature would subject the animals to hunger, cold, 
dipease, and the attacks of predatory beasts before 
bringing them to a painful and slow death. Man 
shelters them comfortably, feeds them well, guards 
them from sickness or attack, and brings them to a 
auick and comparatively painless end with ax and 
knife. Horror at such cruelty bas a touch of neu-

HE Illina@is Constitutional 

convention closed its labors 
yesterday afternoon by adopting 
by a vote of 55 to O the draft of 
the new basic law for the state. 
The proposed new constitution 
will be submitted to the voters 
of the state at a special election 
on Dec. 12. 

The Tribune presents here- 
with the complete draft with all 
the alterations made up to the 
last minute before its adoption. 
This: text was transmitted to 
The Tribune office by wire from 
Springfield last night. | 

Months of work have been de- 
yoted to the framing of this 
document by a convention whose 
members were elected by the 
people.

PREAMBLE. | 


We the people of the state of Illinois, 
grateful to Almighty God for the civil, 
political, and religious liberties which 
He hath so long permitted us to en- 
joy, and looking to Him for a blessing 
upon our endeavors to secure and 
transmit them unimpaired to succeed- 


ing generations, in order to form a 
more perfect government, establish 
justice, insure domestic tranquility, 
provide for the common defense, pro- 
mote the general welfare and secure 
thé blessings of liberty to ourselves 
and our posterity, do ordain and estas 


lish this constitution. 
ARTICLE I. 
Bill of Rights. 


Section 1—All men are by nature 
free and independent have certain 
inherent and inalfenable rights; among 
these are life, liberty and the pursuit 


of happiness. To secure these rights || 


and the protection of property, gOv- 
eruments are instituted among men, 
deriving their just powers from the 
consent of the governed., A frequent 
recurrence to the fundamental princi- 
ples of civil governmeht is necessary 
to preserve the blessings of liberty. 

Section 2—No person shall be de- 
prived of life, liberty or property with- 
out due process of law. 

Section 3—The free“@xercise and en- 
joyment of religious profession and 
Worship without discrimination shall 
forever be guaranteed. No person 
shall be denied any civil or political 
fight, privilege or capacity on account 
@ his religious opinions. The liberty 
Ofconscience hereby secured shall not 
be construed to dispense with oaths or 
affirmations, excuse acts of licentious- 
hess or justify practices inconsistent 
With the peace or safety of the state. 
No person shall be required to attend 
@ support any ministry or place of 
Worship against his consent nor shall

All 
you have to do is to paint the tent 
with the solution, let ‘er dry, and it is 
watérproof. There is also a Sport-sek 
on the market, which waterproofs and 
preserves knaxi and canvas clutaing. 
This we are going to try out on an 
old khaki coat of ours in the hopes 
neh it will shed water like a duck’s 


However, if you do not want to try 
a new dope on the market, here is 
Nessmuk’s reliable lime-alum recipe 
which you can mix up at nome and 
use. We are publishing it again by 
request: 


To ten quarts of water add ten ounces 
of lime and four ounces of alum. Let this 
stand until clear. Fold the tent and put 
it in another receptacle. Then put the 
solution over it, letting it soak for twelve 
hours; then rinse in lukewarm water 
(soft), stretch and dry in the sun, and the 
tent is ready to use. 


You may find that the lime alum 80 
lution won't work unless you heat it.
